No. ■9/13/80-EI.— Attention is invited to the present entries appearing at 
S Nos “34-Pupcr Grade Pulp including bamboo palp” and “54—Writing and 
printing paper all sorts excluding hand made paper ” in Part A Schedule J to 
the Exports (Control) Order, 1977. According to these entries export of Hemp 
Pulp and Ait mail Paper below 34 GSM is at present banned. 

(2. In paitinl relaxation of the ban on export of these items, it has been 
decided to allow export of Hemp Pulp and Air-mail Tissue Paper below 34 
GSM within a limited ceiling on first come first served basis. The ceiling 
released for the year 1980-81 wilt be placed at the disposal of Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports. Calcutta in respect of Air-mail Tissue 
Paper below 34 GSM, and at the disposal of Joint Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports. Calcutta and Bombay in respect of Hemp Pulp.
